How to Safeguard the Nervous System 
was tho title of tho address for this gathering, and it 
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The Parents’ National Educational Union, 
•which is making gratifying progress throughout 
the Kingdom, held its loth annual Conference at 
Reading from Monday to Thursday inclusive in 
the present week, and was fortunate in having as 
its President for the year Mr. W. M. Childs, tho 
Principal of University College, who, with his 
Council, welcomed the delegates to hold their 
meetings in the College buildings and grounds, 
and (with Mrs Childs) did everything to make 
4them “ feel at home." Equally lucky is the Read- 
ing Branch in having as its hon. secretary, 
treasurer and branch representative Mr. Dryland 
Haslam, inn., whose efforts have for so many 
years been seconded by his wife, the result being 
that the Reading Branch ranks high in the general 
organization for members, work and general effi- 
ciency. In this week's enterprise, as well as in the 
regular work of the Branch, Mr. and Mrs. Francis 
H. Wright rendered invaluable help. The prin- 
ciples and objects of the Union may be briefly 
summarised as follow : —

Mr. Hodgson accordingly gave the address. He 
said they did not advocate the educatiou of boys and 
girls together, from 8 to 1!) years of age, in schools of

It was 
generally conceded that up to a certain age co-educa 
tion was valuable and essential, but the agreement 
generally stopped short on the junior side of the 
period of adolescence. Their point was that the 
necessity began and was manifested just at those 
critical oges. As a boy became more aware of the 
feminine element in his environment it gav' n more 
serious cast to his thoughts— his outlook was widened 
and his sympathies were deepened ; and he supposed 
Wpened with the girl. It also had 
moral effects when the subject was 
, and which were most valuable at 
all the influences which went to 
a! character and development, and 
shape social progress there was 
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as it was practical, tho important subject being very 
ably handled by Mr. W. H Makrls, m.d Dr. 
Marris began by saying that, os they all knew, our 
modern civilization was telling oil our nerves, the 
number of breakdowns from nervous debility, neuras 
hen, a and hysteria increasing very rapidly ; but ho 
thought people had not suflicioutly realised the terrible 
evils which were resulting to tho nation from thnt 
failure of nervous powor all round. They were quite as 
severe and important as those which resulted from tho 
physical deterioration of which they had heard so much 
in the last few years ; and they would lead to further 
troublo in tho future. Tho existing nervousness of 
most parents, especially in regard to their children, 
was leading to unnecessary suffering and to great 
dangers. There wore little ailments as well as big 
ailments, and it was not necessary to be in an agony 
,I? ar because a child had a slight attack of bron- 
chitis. Modern civilization was to blame for some of 
the prevailing nervous weakness. Peoplo must be 
trained out of that weakness. It was astonishing how 
many parents would accept tho fact that their ohild 
was high strung, nervous and excitablc-he “took 
after his father, or was “ like his mother.” That was 
where the 1 aronts Union could help, for the cure lay 
in the treatment of the children at home, from their 
earliest years. He pleaded for u firmer and stronger 
up-bringing They must take care of the stimulation 
they passed into the brain, controlling, as far as they 
could, sensation, emotion, and intellectual thought, 
•specially where children were artificially, instead of 
naturally, reared, the bottle often leading to fretful- 
ness, etc., owing to want of rest, the brain boing over- 
stimulated by imperfect nutrition. They found the 
ramc fault of stimulation in children a little older. 
People who were naturally lovers of children would 
play with them, find them toy after tov, give a child 
anything in the room, until at five or six years there 
was a nursery full of toys, and the child was tired of 
them all. Then there was under-stimulation bv lazy 
nurses, etc., until the poor little brain wasted, anil 
the children grew up into dull and incapable little 
ones. Education was doing very well nowadays when 
school age was reached, especially in the way of nature 
studies, etc., which helped the children to get rid of 
nervous weakness.

In’ ho badly trimmed lamp the 
finest oil burned but di" 1 ?* A careless parent would 
not make the noi le^rt <hcory liyo for his children. 
They wore always incuf etl fo think that their path 
was beset by peculiar <v ngors, that they lived in times 
of excoptiontl difficult'©*. How that might be in 
reality thoy could not r> sure, but it was cortain that 
men and women we’o more conscious of their 
difficulties than they ft werly were. They were being 
continually reminded ol their shortcomings, sometimes 
by open enemies, soefltimos by supposed friends, 
sometimes by real friends. Education tnat was simple 
had become terribly complicated ; he said terribly, 
because the complication must frighten anyone who 
had to deal with the upbringing of the young, either 
as a parent or a teacher. They wore warned against 
so many pitfalls, pitfalls surrounding tho health, the 
morality, tho religion, and tho intellectual life of those 
in their charge that they hardly dared advanco at all, 
Children, too, became more self-conscious, the grown- 
up became more diffidint, and, as a consequence, 
timidity and despair crent into a task whore courage 
and hope should be the iiainsprings of all they did, or 
tried to do. Good had no doubt come out of tho 
fierce light that hud latily beaten upon educational 
methods and educationil ideals, but with tho gain 
there had been a loss, and there would be a greater 
loss, if they were districted from attention to those 
simple qualities out of which the stuff of character 
could bo woven. It might be, 50 years ago, the re- 
formers were too few : niw they were too many. It 
had been his fate, some night say his folly, to read a 
good many articles and looks on education, and he 
would be ungrateful if lndid not feel some gratitude 
to their authors ; but it *as to a very few books.

The Bisnoi* taid lie had been bidden to speak of 
tho needs of the Spirit in children and in young 
peoplo ; tho liocdri lo be felt iu tho spiritual life in 
early years. Anil th© moment one nnd go defined the 
subject 0110 saw how groat and snored, deep and 
encompassed with mystery it wa*; how eaey it, was 
to blunder, and that disastrously, how near great 
^ . “T. for surely whoa they cumo to speak and 
lniD,k ot tho needrf of the spdnlual life in those who 
were young, they must feel rnoro than eTet the truth 
of that most true saying of old time, that to the 
young reverence is due. One tied indeed 011 holy 
ground ns one tried to say Anything about the 
spiritual life of children. Their subject tnat after- 
noon was niado somewhat narrower — though, he 
thought not easier— ‘by tho fart that they were to 
think of it especially >n relation lo educational work, 
that was to eny what was the office, tho part, the 
proper use of education in regard to the needs of the 
Spirit in children. The whole work of education had 
itn aim and fulfilment in the right direction, the 
ohastoning and guidanco of desire : children bhould 
lx> so taught that imagiuacitn, appetite, desire, and 
purpose all gave their vota on the side of wlr.t was 
true and right, just and pure and kind. So it was 
as one great pari, the highest part, of all education, 
that they earn© that afternoon to consider how educa- 
tion might rightly elicit .guide, and inspire the 
spiritual needs of children. Let them try oed think, 
aa each of tho ways in which they themselves be- 
came conscious of the needs o ftho Spirit how far 
that was a way along which they could rightly lead 
arid guide the minds and hearts of children. There 
were many ways in which grown-up people nri„lit 
beoomo more and more conscious of the needs of the 
Spirit: runny ways in which they became aware of 
tho real insufficiency, tho unsatisfactoriness of any 
Life apart from the deepest nnd highest — the spiritual 
life. Ho would try to speak of four ways in whieL 
such need,? came home to them, in whio'i they felt 
the insufficiency of anything that they could reach 
attain or grasp by merely natural powers, and a? 
ho spoko of them let them try to think witli him how 
far they were apt and right ways for children to 
take. There was the need of happiness, the need 
of pardon, the need of love, and the need of strength. 
Tho need of happiness: it was the need that people 
oame to know as lifo wont on, and came to recognise 
as indeed a spiritual need. There was nothing that 
had been more often or more emphatically and im- 
pressively owned by tho greatest teachers cf t an- 
kind. That need of happiness and the impossibility 
of finding adequate satisfaction for it in the tilings 
of this worlld was written in th© Bible from eud to 
end. Many might know that wonderful sonnet of 
Michael Angelo’s, writt-cn towards the end of h»s life, 
wherein he, who had tasted every highest satisfac- 
tion that the world could give, declared bow it all 
meant nothing to hint as life drew near its cud. 
So, too, they might know that wonderful poem cf 
George Herbert's, oue of the simplest ho ever wrote 
where he spoke of that need of restful luippincs 
awakening m tho heart and throwing it at last or 
God. All tho world over, from year’s end to year 
end, peoplo wore setting themselves lo wm this o. 
tbat, to achieve 0110 hind of success or afiother. They 
never doubted, or let thomselvcw dwell 011 the doubt, 
that they will be happy when tliey have H"hieved it. 
Then they knew iiow invariably when they had 
attained it they found that the real pleasure lay in 
the quest, and that as for finding happiness in the 
achievement it seemed ridiculous the moment it was 
in their grasp. There then was th© first great way 
in which the need of the 'Spirit was brought borne to 
them sooner or later, to one after another. But 
was that a way in which they rvuld educate children 
to the senso or the needs. of the Spirit? Could they 
try, having learned tho lesson for themselves, to share 
it with the chi'dron? On the whole he ventured to 
say they had better not. Tho discovery of the un- 
satisfacjtonness of the world was one of the hardest

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

THE NATIONAL INSURANCE BILL. 

FB I DAY .—There was a discussion on the report of 
the financial resolution authorising the dmhirm «# « 
subsidy by tho State to thecxpemlifurcoS National 
Insurance Bill. Mr. A ubtkn Chamberlain expressed 
the view that the Government had taken too sanguine a 
view of the claims that would be made on their funds 
and that the expenses of the operations would be 
much greater than had been anticipated. The rexoln 
tion was agreed to, and the committee stage of tho 
Bill was continued. s 

MONDAY. Further progress was made with the 
Committee stag© of the National Insurance Bill. Mr 
C. BathdrsT proposed an amendment which aimed 
at reducing from 7d. to 6d. in the case of those en- 
gaged in agricultural industries the contribution to 
be made by employer and employed. The Chan- 
cellor of tho Exchequer refused to accept the 
proposal, but said he intended to bring forward a 
now clause under which, where employers of farm 
labourers, domestic servants, nurses, clerks, sailors, 
and some others agreed to pay full wages during ill 
ness for six weeks, bemporarv sickness, would bo ex- 
cluded from the benefits, and the joint contribution 
would bo reduced by 2d. This suggestion was the 
subject of much criticism. Mr. Bathurst’s amend- 
ment was withdrawn on the understanding that the 
proposed new clause would bo dealt with before the 
schedules were considered. Later on Mr. G. Lockek- 
Lampson moved to exempt employed persons under 
the sge of 10 from payment of contributions. The 
amendment was rejected by a majority of 85. 

TUESDAY.— More rapid progress was made to-day 
with the consideration in Committee of the National 
Insurance Bill. Clauses 4, 5, B and 7 were agreed to. 
and the consideration of Clause 8 was commenced. On 
Clause 5 an endeavour was made by Mr. Sandys to 
secure a reduction of the contributions made by volun- 
tary contributors in the case of members of the Terri- 
torial Force, but an amendment to that effect was 
negatived by a majority of 112. Dealing with Clause 
8 Mr. Lloyd George said that negotiations were still 
proceeaing between tho representatives of the doctors 
and himself, and he was sanguine that a satisfactory 
arrangement would be arrived at. 

WEDNESDAY. — There was a long discussion on a 
formal proposal mada by Mr Austen Chamberlain 
for the omission from the National Insurance Bill 
of the sub-section which includes sanatorium treat- 
ment among the benefits insured. The Chancellor of 
the Exchequer mioted British and German statistics 
to show that such treatment had met with very con- 
siderable success, and suggested that local authorities 
should extend the system to be set up by the Bill so 
as to make tho campaign against consumption really 
national. Mr. Austen Chamberlain expressed the 
opinion that the debate had amply justified itself. 
The amendment was negatived. Progress having 
been reported, some minor Bills were advanced. 

OUR NAVY.

Silt, — Tho disposition of tho Fleot is governed by 
strategical considerations which are necessarily not 
constant but vary with tlio threatened danger or the 
source from which it emanates.. 

How far docs the strategic disposition of our Fleet 
meet tho above requirements ? I propose to endeavour 
to demonstrate briefly. 

Previous to the Entente Lordtale, established be 
tween this country and France, tho vortex of unrest 
hovered over the Mediterranean, and wo were forced 
to maintain a powerful Fleet out there. At the samo 
time we stationed a small squadron of Battleships in 
Chinese waters. With tho arrival of tho Entente the 
necessity for so larg® il Mediterranean Fleet dis- 
appeared and at the close ot tho war between Russia 
and Japan, owing to our Treaty with Japan (still 
existing), tliat squadron was ordered home and the 
Mediterranean Fleet reduced to six Battleships. 

Tho danger zone had now shifted to Northern 
EuroiK) whore Germany lias developed a powerful 
Navy, second only to Great Britain. Accordingly, 
dispositions had to bo made to moot the altered con- 
ditions. A Homo Fleet was formed in two divisions, 
each complete with Cruisers, Destroyers and attached 
ships. These two divisions constitute the first and

THE MASTER OF WELLINGTON ON 
“ OUR DISTRACTIONS.” 

Tho programme on Wednesday commenced with a 
jiapor by Mr. W. W. Vaughan, Master of Wellington 
Collego, who took for his subject “ Our Distractions.” 

Mr. F. Anstrutlier Gough Calthorno presided and 
briefly introduced the distinguished Master of a great 
public school. 

The Master of Wellington said it was, ho felt, 
bold of him to bo addressing them there that day. A 
man required courage to speak on any subject so uoar 
the place where ho was brought into close contact 
with all tho problems that the subject suggested ; whore 
his words might be mistakenly thought to owe their 
origin to recent experience, or to have some application 
to special circumstances ; where, too, manv were 
bound to be conscious of some gap between what ho 
practised and what he preached ; where, finally, he 
could not hope to plead ignorance as an excuse for 
failure. Ten yoars ago ne should havo found it 
comparatively easy to speak to a meeting of parents, 
for then he was only just entering on the resjionsibility 
of being a parent, and ho had not yet become in the 
fullest sense a foster parent, Since then, as a father 
of children and a foster father of aconsiderable family 
of boys, ho had gained enough experience to feel very 
unwilling to rush on what he knew to ho very sacred 
ground ; sacred, because of tho tremendous issues that 
were derived from it ; sacred, because of the 
mysterious infiucnces that plaved about it. Some of 
them might think he had evaded those difficulties by 
choosing a subject of almost cowardly ambiguity. Of 
that charge ho would relieve himself by explaining in 
what sense he wished the words “our distractions” 
not to bo taken. It was very tempting, because it 
would bo very easy to rail against the amusements 
_ provided for themselves and allowed to be pro- 
vided for their children ; to express a doubt as to 
whether cheap printed matter, cinematograph 
theatres, tho illustrated papers, gramaphones, and all 
the other products of man’s ingenuity, might not be 
distracting young minds — and old minds too — from 
what was good to what was less good ; to wonder 
whether a nation could remain great xvhen so much 
energy was absorbed, not in taking part in, but in 
reading about, and in talking about stiort and many 
things that were far less uplifting than manly games. 
It they were to go that afternoon and buy a copy of 
every weeklv pauer they could obtain at the bookstalls 
they would feel that there wa9 no need for them to have 
a lecture upon the foes in the way of distractions that 
all parents ought to fight against, or be fighting with 
much more energv than thoy M-ore at present. Were 
they not so busy discussing means to an end that the

However useful a work they might be doing, 
did they not forget that it was only useful, and that 
it Mas no substitute for tlio personal work and tho 
j>ersonal effort in M’hich alone thoro lay tbe redeeming 
power ? The flash-light was doubtless a very con- 
venient invention for the purposes of detection and 
theatrical illumination, but it would not convert the 

enemy it was guarding against into a friend or dispel — 

for more than a moment the shadows that darkened one fUt whst 


loving it was uuo to tno unprcportionea unremsnnt 
of their elders. Too often the elders tied their daugh- 
ters to their apron strings. Reading was one of the 
points in regard to which home-life had a tremendous 
advantage over sohool-life. They should ensure a 
sufficiency of outside friends for their daughters, 
especially men friends Parents very often were 
indolent in that matter. Of course she Mas now 
alluding to grown-up girls.
